of attempted murder, poisoning and 
blackmail. 

Miss Jones, 34, faces 26 separate 
charges, most of them concerned 
with abetting prostitution. Three of 
her girla have testified to orgies 
organized by Miss Jones both in 
her London home and in luxury 
hotels. 

“The escorts were introduced as 
newspaper girls, university students, 
and photographers. And indeed they 
were,” Mr. X said. “They didn't 
appear to me to be callegirls or 
prostitutes.” 

He was asked about testimony 
from “Miss Β΄ that girls were 
frightened into doing what Miss 
Jones asked by threats of physical 
Punishment and references to “one 
of the girls being cemented under 
a bridge."
